“You can’t legislate morals or non 
esty into people,” said Eugene KR 
Black, president of the Atlanta Tru 
company in his address, “The Bank- 
ing Situation in Georgia,” before the 
Atlanta Rotary club at its weekly 
luncheon held at noon Tuesday at the 
Atlanta Athletie club. 

This declaration was brought out 
during his discussion of proposed 
changes in the Georgia banking laws 
that will be considered at the present 
session of the legislature. In speak- 
ing of the present banking laws in 
Georgia, Mr. Black stated that there 
was no state in the United States 
that had better banking laws than 
Georgia. 

George Harris, president of the Ex- 

sition cotton mills. followed Mr. 

lack, speaking on the cotton indus- 
try now and during the last few years 
South Leads. 

Showing how the’ south was going 
forward in the cotton mill industry, 
Mr. Harris stated that during May 
the total number of spindle hours of 
operation in cotton mills of the south 
doubled that of the north and that 
during that time practically 100 per 
cent of the southern spindles were in 
operation as compared to about 66 2-3 
per cent in the north. 

Higher wages and increased county 
and state taxes were chief reasons 
why so many eastern mills were mov- 
ing to the south, according to Mr.

FANNIE HURST. 

“First of all, let me say this: 
while there probably never was a 
more ill-advised, stupid, dumb and 
ilevastating law put upon the statute 
bocks than the prohibition law—a lew 
which does not belong in the consti- 
fution and was put there by un- 
speakable methods—lI do not blame the 
law for the chaos society has fallea 
into. 


“Il blame the human beings whose 
guzzling instinct (I can’t help using 
a vulgar word for a vulgar practice) 
causes them to flout this law, to make 
beasts of themselves and to‘ do noth- 
ing whatever about a dangerous situa- 
tion save howl protests against the 
government's invasion of their ‘per- 
sonal liberty.’ ” :
